Thus, during the 
rebellion, when Earl Rosser. said openly 
that “the North was straggling for ‘empire 
and the South for independence,” when Mr, 
| GLaperonE, in a public address, spoke of Mr, 
| Juvrerson Davis “as having formed a Na- 
tion,” when Mr. Rozsvucx uttered in Parlia- 
jaent his fiery philippics against the Union, 
and Mr. Latep was cheered by an immense 
law | majority for his connection with the equip- 
ment of the rebel rams, great numbers 
of nervous and excitable people here 
rushed to the conclusion that Great Britain 
was about to recognize the South and break 
the blockade. Indeed, we now know that 


this effect, and there is no question thd? nine- 
tenths of the upper classes of the Kingdom 
would have favored such a measure. The 
sentiment of the aristocractic classes, and of 
the Government itself, was undoubtediy 
warmly for the South. 

But with all popular Governments there is 
& vast chasm between sentiment and action- 
English statesmen were very ready—too 
ready, as it has turned out—to utter tirades 
against the North; the Press was crammed 
with abuse; the Parliamentary orators ar- 
gued with point and vigor against the 
cause of the Union; but when it came to 
putting all this excitement into legislative 
action, when the ‘question of the rebel 
rams was up, or that of recognizing the 
blockade, no open step was ever taken by the 
British Government. The English Adminis- 
tration of those years could easily have made 
® pretext for breaking the blockade, or recog- 
nizing the South as a nation. But in manag- 
ing the affairs of such complicated socicties 
as are those of Great Btitain and the United 
States, here must be great caution taken in 
letting feeling hold the helm. The interests 
involved are too'vast, the dangers too 
gigantic to permit sentiment to guide the 
relations of governments. 

Mr. Cuakies SuMNER, who may be de- 
scribed without invidiousness as the rhetori- 
cian of the Republican party, has recently, 
in his position as Chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations of the Senate, delivered 
a highly rhetorical indictment against the 
British Go ent. He undoubtedly ex- 
presses in it the sentiment of three-fourths of 
the masses of the nation; he may express 
the feeling of General Grant and his Ad- 
ministration ; but for the public to suppose, 
as the British Press seem to do, that this 
oratorical statement is to be the basis of ne- 
gotiations, or to be followed by legislative 
or governmental action corresponding,seems 
to. us in the highest degree puerile. 
Mr. SumNER’s rhetoric, General Grant's 
feeling, or the prejudices of the masses of 
the country, will have nothing to do with 
Mr. Morixy’s. negotiation, or’ any overt 
action of the Administration, or any public 
proceeding looking. toward peacd or war. 
The chasm between Mr, SUMNER’s oratorical 
indictment and war is wider than the ocean. 
General Grant or Secretary FisH are not the 
kind of men to let sentiment ran away with 
them.” And if they were, the nation has a 
great ballast of common sense and Christian 
rere plane anes “admgelaced 
by rhetoric and. preju- 
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country needs peace, We need it to. revive 
our industry, to revivify our internal com- 


unity of political seutiment differ- 
ent sections. We lost a great déal of blood,—

against the United States as well as Russia, 
that declaration made us the allies of Russia 
from tgat time forward. If England is fool- 
ish enough to repeat that mistake now, it 
is not easy to predict the possible conse- 
quences. ¢ .

The test oath and disfranchisement 
are the two iniquities most to be feared, for 
they would exclude from the service of ‘the 
State its best citizens and destroy the power 
of the conservative element with regard to 
the amendment of the Constitution. The 
separate submission of these obnoxious pro- 
visions enables the people to vote them down 
without retarding the work of reconstruc- 
tion, They may secure the restoration of the 
State, and at the same time parge the Con- 
stitution of all that is really odious in its 
composition. With this, we think, ‘they 
should be satisfied. 

The proposal to vote down the Constitu- 
tion because of the county organization 
clause may emanate from honest heads, but | 
its practical application will benefit none but 
Governor WELLS and the Radical extremista, 
They alone can profit by the mistake which 
the Conservatives are advised to perpetuate. 
For if reconstruction be rejected now, the 
matter will revert to Congress.’ And when 
next the submission of the Constitution shall 
be attempted, we may be quite sure the con- 
sideration evinced by General Grant in re- 
gard to disabilities and disfranchisement will 
not be repeated. Under existing circumstan- 
ces the State may come back to the Union 
with not unendurable conditions. If the 
Conservatives refuse to meet the President’s 
Concessions, which involve great principles, 
with a concession involving no principle, 
they will discover, too late, that they have 
lost all,,. They must be prudent or Governor 
WELLs and the Underwood Constitution in 
its entirety will come off triumphant.
